Basileus Wins Prix du Conseil Municipal 


RANCE, November 1 (By Air Mail).—The 

most popular victory of the closing weeks at 
Longchamps was that scored by Basileus in the 
Prix du Conseil Municipal. The chestnut 3-year- 
old colt has been knocking at the door all season 
but had won only one race, the Grand Prix de 
Deauville in August, along with a second in the 
Prix Royal Oak [St. Leger] and a third in the 
Prix du Jockey Club [Derby] earlier in the year. 
He took the 750,000-frane race by a full length 
over Micipsa and Nikellora, turning the tables on 
the latter filly, which had beaten him in the Prix 
de Are de Triomphe two weeks before. 

Bouillon, his jockey, seemed to find the key he 
had been seeking all year with the result that 
Basileus finished a good first after racing most of 
the 2,400-meter distance in second spot. French 
Turf papers and ‘“turfistes” alike applauded the 
colt’s gameness and heralded his well deserved 
and long overdue success. Both his sire, Victrix, 
and his dam, *Barberybush II, were bred by the 
late J. E. Widener in 1934. *Barberybush II was 
exported to the U. S. A. in 1937 and returned to 
France the following year. She is by *Ksar and 
out of *Pervencheres, by Maboul. Victrix is a son 
of *Kantar and Victory II, by Swynford, and won 
1,728,988 franes on French and Belgian tracks be- 
fore retirement to the stud farm of Jean Couturieé, 
in whose name Basileus runs. [M. Couturié acts 
as agent for the estate of Mr. Widener. | 


Shining 2-Year-Old 


2-YEAR-OLD colt from the Bossac stables, 

Nirgal, clearly established himself as the best 
2-year-old of the year in the Grand Criterium 
(750,000 franes, 1,600 meters) at Longchamps on 
October 7. With three races to his credit and an 
unblemished record, Nirgal, a 7-10 betting favor- 
ite, stepped off the distance without being serious- 
ly threatened at any time.

Jean Couturié, manager of the Widener es- 
tate’s Turf interests in France, has been asso- 
ciated with the Widener family since before 
World War I. During the last war, M. Cou- 
turié walked the Widener horses from the 
Chantilly course near Paris to his farm in the 
Department of Seine-et-Oise to guard against 
their falling into the hands of advancing Ger- 
man troops, and during World War II was 
equally solicitous of their welfare. 

After the outbreak of World War II, com- 
munications with France became difficult, but 
Madame Couturié visited Ireland to arrange 
a safe home for their children, and while she 
was there P. A. B. Widener was in touch with 
her and later managed to get messages to 
France on one or two occasions. M. Couturié 
was instructed to list the horses in his own 
name, with Joseph E. Widener as breeder, 
and was given authority to manage the Wide- 
ner racing and breeding affairs as he saw fit. 

He was able to hold the Widener interests 
together with a minimum of dealings with the 
Nazis, and when the Germans finally were 
driven from France, he had managed to sal- 
vage Woodcutter and Basileus, among others. 
Mr. Widener hopes to be able to bring one or 
two of the younger fillies to America. 

Pfe. P. A. B. Widener III, now with the 
Seventh Army at Heidelberg, Germany, re- 
cently visited the Couturié farm while on 
pass and inspected the horses.

only to Nirgal in her five starts prior to the 
Grand Criterium, found the distance too much and 
finished a dismal next-to-last in the field of eight. 

One of the more unusual sights, to Americans 
at least, was the Prix Gladiateur at Longchamps 
October 21. This race, named for one of the all- 
time great French Thoroughbreds, Gladiateur, is 
6,200 meters, or about 3%, miles. The seven en- 
tries passed the grandstand three times, a sight 
which made Yanks wonder whether American 
sprinters could even finish such a course. Wood- 
cutter, a bay 5-year-old by Victrix—Wood Violet, 
took down the winner’s share of the 400,000-frane 
purse and was far from all out. Eros, by Rialto, 
was second, and Lackland, by Laeken, third.

BROTHER IN BLOOD TO BY JIMMINY

His sire, *Sickle, was leading sire in America in 1936 and 1938, and his get in this country 
alone, exclusive of England and France, etc., have won very close to two million dollars. 
*Sickle’s brother, *Pharamond Il, likewise has been notably successful in the United States, 
and his half-brother, Hyperion, is not only England’s greatest living sire but one of the 
greatest England has produced. Back to Bend Or through the successive steps of *Sickle, 
Phalaris, Polymelus, Cyllene and Bona Vista, BLESS ME has an ancestry rich in outstanding 


successful sires. 
FEMALE LINE 


BLESS ME traces in tail female line to “Macaroon, one of the foundation mares of Mr. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stud, thence back to a mare by Matchem of a family which has 
roduced for Mr. Bradley such stakes winning mares as Batter Cake, Baba Kenny, Bee 
ac, Beanie M. and Betty Beall. *Macaroon’s daughter, Batter Cake, won the Cincinnati 
Trophy at two and was half-sister to Betty Beall, who is the dam of Baba Kenny and Beanie 
M, both of whom won the Matron and other stakes. (Baba Kenny also is the dam of Bee 
Mac). Batter Cake’s daughter, Breakfast Bell, by Black Toney (half-sister to several stakes 
winners), was a consistent performer in four years of racing, winning stakes at Saratoga 
and Belmont Park, and then producing Buginarug. Buginarug, due to an injured hip raced 
only at three and from six starts won three and was twice third racing against the best of her 
age in the East. Her first foal was BLESS ME. She has since produced the winner Bit of 
Sugar, and this year’s outstanding 3-year-old, By Jimminy, winner of the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, the Shevlin, Dwyer, Travers and the American Derby, setting a new record for the 
race. Thus to *Sickle, Buginarug produced Bless Me and to *Sickle’s full brother, *Phara- 
mond II, she produced By Jimminy. It will be noted that Buginarug has two close crosses 
to Black Toney, one of the greatest tributaries of the rich source of Domino blood in this 
country. She is by a grandson of Black Toney out of a daughter of Black Toney. 


RACING PERFORMANCE 


BLESS ME, a grand individual, was a top race horse. He made six starts at two, won 
four and was placed in the other two. He won at Saratoga, at Belmont (beating First Fid- 
dle and Wait A Bit) and at Laurel (beating Vagrancy). In the Walden Stakes at Pimlico he 
was beaten only a neck by Alsab. Regarding this race the chart said: 

“Bless Me kept close to the leaders, moved up readily near last turn, came up on 
inside, was bothered slightly, recovered quickly, went to outside and finished a neck 
back of Alsab, wearing him down at every stride.” 

At three, Bless Me won the Saranac Handicap easily by four lengths, mile in 1:37. He 
won another race at Saratoga by six lengths, mile in 1:3745. He won a three-quarter race at 
this age, defeating the 4-year-old Harvard Square, in 1:1124, and was second, beaten a neck 


in Jerome Handicap, giving thé winner ten pounds, finishing ahead of Devil Diver, mile in 
1:3625. 


While training for the Arlington Classic Bless Me worked 1% miles at Suffolk. 
Downs in 1:49%5, his fractions for the mile being :46%5, 1:0945 and 1:3545. 
At four Bless Me won the Frontier Handicap at Detroit, 1'4 miles, beating Bon Jour, 
Col. Teddy, Amber Light and Some Man. He won the Gen. Doolittle Handicap, carrying top 
weight, 34 in 1:1025, also won another 34 race by six lengths, giving 8 to 16 pounds to each 


of the other starters. In his entire career of 22 starts, Bless Me won ten races, was second 
in four and third in two.

BEST SELLER first demonstrated his real merit as a top race horse at three when he defeated 
Daily Trouble and others in an overnight race at Laurel and then finished second to Market Wise in 
Pimiico’s Governor Bowie Handicap in the new track record time of 2:4315 for a mile and five-eighths. 
BEST SELLER was three times first and four times second in his eight starts at three. At four, he 
| won the Governor’s Handicap under top Ng of 126 pounds, won the Equipoise Mile at Arlington 

Park in_1:36, won the Skokie Handicap at Arlington Park under 120 pounds, mile in 1:3735, and won the 
Motor City Handicap at Detroit. He was second to Marriage, beaten only a nose, in the Col. Alger 
Memorial Handicap in time that was but two-fifths off the track record, and in the Widener Handicap 
the same year he was beaten only a head by The Rhymer after fighting off consecutive challenges from 
such horses as Dit, Attention and Mioland.

At five he also won the Governor's Handicap 
for the second time, and he was second to the superlative mudder, Shot Put, in the Kentucky Handicap 
on a muddy track. He was also second under top weight in thé Lincoln Handicap.

Beaten at the Pier 


O small amount of interest was aroused 

among French racing fans by the Champion 
Stakes at Newmarket, England, on October 18. 
The novelty of seeing a French candidate compete 
against English Thoroughbreds carried most of 
the clientele back to the pre-war days when the 
Aga Khan raced a stable in France and frequent 
exchanges were made back and forth across the 
English Channel in the matter of race horses. 
Marcel Boussac, who originally nominated Ardan, 
his 4-year-old crack, to carry his silks at New- 
market, made a change after Ardan’s defeat by 
Nikellora in the Prix de Are de Triomphe. He 
selected Priam, a 4-year-old by Pharis—Djezima, 
by Asterus, and shipped him instead. 

The fact that Priam lost “by a short head” to 
Court Martial failed to disturb the French too 
much. They claimed, or at least France Libre 
did, that the race was lost at Calais rather than 
Newmarket when Priam was held over there 
awaiting a boat, and missed an opportunity to be 
exercised and legged-up before the race. The 
Paris edition of the London Daily Mail substanti- 
ated this claim in a sportsmanlike manner by 
stating: “The horse was held up at a seaport for 
three days and this could not have been in his 
favor.” All of which helped to cement the racing 
relations -between the French and English to an 
even greater degree. 


For The Record 


Star Pilot’s victory in the Ardsley Handicap of 
October 31, which netted Mrs. Elizabeth N. Gra- 
ham’s Maine Chance Farm stable $11,625, plus 
$1,910 earned by Gay Garland and $290 earned 
by Easton Queen the following day, increased the 
total winnings of her horses to $512,055 through 
November 1. The stable apparently has clinched 
the leadership for 1945. 


The Maine Chance total of $512,055 on the sea- 
son is $89,605 behind Calumet Farm’s all-time 
high of $601,660, a record set up in 1944. Even if 
her horses fail to surpass the 1944 winnings of 
Warren Wright’s stable, Mrs. Graham will go 
down in the record books as the leading money- 
winning woman owner of the American Turf in 
a single year. She is well past Mrs. Payne Whit- 
ney’s total of $414,432, won by the Greentree 
Stable in 1942. 

Other women owners who have led the list are 
Mrs. Ethel V. Mars, whose Milky Way horses 
won $206,450 in 1936, and Mrs. Dodge Sloane, 
whose Brookmeade string earned $251,138 in 1934.

3,000 for Gordon Richards 


The veteran English race rider, Gordon Rich- 
ards rode his 3,000th. winner at the Newmarket 
course, October 31. Richards, who holds the Eng- 
lish record for number of winners, was astride 
Exotic, winner of the Icklingham Stakes, when he 
touched the 3,000-mark. The former farm boy, 
one of the leading jockeys in England for the last 
20 years, was in such poor health last season that 
he was placed on a milk diet, but headed the 
jockeys’ list, as he has 16 times in the last 18 
years (not including 1945). 

Though Richards’ feat of riding 3,000 winners 
is a record for England, the former Belgian 
jockey Sam Heapy holds the world’s mark, about 
3,260 winning mounts.

On Public Relations 


HERE is, and has been for several years, a deal 

of talk to the effect that racing needs a public 
relations program. Every time some self-righteous 
ignoramus or half-blown intellectual heaves a 
handful of muddy condemnation, the cry rises a 
little louder that what we need is “a good public 
relations man.” Or sometimes the word is that 
we need a ezar, or commissioner. 

From so insistent a demand it is natural to 
expect that we shall have action. There is an 
almost unanimous feeling that “something” must 
be done. Let us assume that something is going 
to be done—soon—simply because the need has 
been thrust upon us and everyone has become 
aware of it. 

But what, precisely, ought to be done? The 
Turf must think fast because one way or another 
it has to act fast. 

Whatever action it first takes must be consid- 
ered tentative, experimental, exploratory. Allow- 
ance must be made for mistakes and room left for 
readjustments. And when the first mistakes ap- 
pear the people of racing themselves must be the 
first to exercise restraint in crying down the of- 
fender. We must all be partners in the venture. 
Whoever takes the leadership, we must all con- 
sider ourselves privileged to help with construc- 
tive criticism. 

Problem No. 1 for any group which inaugurates 
a public relations program apparently is going to 
be the question whether racing needs a czar, a 
leader, a commissioner. There is a rising feeling 
that it does. 

We do not share this feeling. In a country long 
practiced in arriving at decisions through demo- 
cratic procedures, it is reactionary—it is down- 
right delusion—to anticipate that we shall solve 
problems by turning them over to one man. Let 
every one among us take his share of the re- 
sponsibility and keep it. Fuehrers fumble. 

In a democratic set-up there is fumbling, too. 
But as long as we maintain democratic proce- 
dures we can pull the fumblers back to the bench

and put in substitutes, who may or may not do 
better. At the very least we have competition 
of men and ideas, whereas when we commit our- 
selves to following one leader we must renounce, 
at least temporarily, the privilege of benching him 
for having taken the wrong course. 

But, aside from this consideration, the matter 
of a leader is important in public relations be- 
cause the leader more or less automatically be- 
comes a spokesman. Whatever he says reflects 
upon racing. Since this is a business founded 
upon difference of opinion, and since the commis- 
sioner would not wish to offend any considerable 
proportion of those who pay his salary, he would 
usually find himself obliged to choose between (a) 
saying nothing of consequence and (b) speaking 
against the policies of some of those who pay his 
salary. The probabilities, as we estimate them, 
are that he would say nothing of consequence. 

As a leader, however, he would have to say 
something, and frequently. And if he dealt only 
in meaningless generalities, the emptiness of what 
he said would soon be apparent to the people, who, 
as Abraham Lincoln, THE BLoop-HorRsE, and 
others have remarked, can be fooled only within 
limits. 

Follow the probabilities one step further. The 
leader who could not speak frankly with the peo- 
ple would be called upon to earn his salary in 
some other way. He could not function as an ar- 
biter and judge, because no authority could be 
delegated to him by the responsible state racing 
commissions. Inevitably he would be called upon 
to earn his salary by representing the interests of 
racing in Washington, in state capitals, among his 
friends in high places. These conversations would 
be in private, of course. Because they were not 
public they would be suspect. The columnists who 
make a living at keyholes and with jimmy-knives 
would trail the man around, study his tracks, 
jump at conclusions, and tell the people—and 
simply because the information was obtained by 
snooping it would sound terrible. 

Perhaps we are going to have a commissioner 
of racing. We don’t know. But as long as the

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question is open for debate THE BLOOD-HORSE is 
against it. 

If we put our affairs in the hands of a salaried 
commissioner, then we sit on the edge of the chair 
and wipe the perspiration from our palms while 
we watch him go to work. If he is twice as wise 
as Solomon we can relax. 

But if we escape this ordeal we shall have to 
study for ourselves the business of public rela- 
tions. It is not simple, but it must be understood. 

In some quarters there appears to be an im- 
pression that a public relations program consists 
of hiring a man who knows how to get press re- 
leases printed in the papers and of having such a 
man feed pap to the people, revealing what is fa- 
vorable to the client (as for instance the legs of a 
starlet) and suppressing what is unfavorable (as 
for instance the brains of a starlet). 

On this theory it has already been attempted to 
cultivate the favor of the public by emphasizing 
such items as the tremendous amounts racing has 
provided for charity; its contributions to educa- 
tional, agricultural, veterans rehabilitation, and 
other institutions; the taxes it yields; the employ- 
ment it provides. At the same time racing has 
been a little less than frank in revealing the 
profits it has made, the unsavory reputation of 
some of the characters who take a part in it, the 
sinister influence of some of its political connec- 
tions, the extraordinary limits to which some of 
its people have gone to make it yield still larger 
financial returns, the disproportion between the 
actual importance of the Turf and the returns 
which are demanded by some parts of it. 

Racing, we believe, is an institution which will 
persevere in proportion as it deals frankly with 
the public. 

We must never go over the heads of the people 
to persons of authority for special favors. We 
must never ask the confidence of the people with- 
out sharing our whole problem with them. We 
must not depend upon specious defenses. 

If racing gives millions to charity, it has only 
fulfilled a simple obligation. We must not seek 
to buy public favor with those millions—it simply 
cannot be done. The reason is simple and in- 
escapable. If a candidate for office or some spe- 
cial political favor walks up to an American and 
hands him a five-dollar bill and asks his vote in 
return he may have bought a vote but he has for- 
feited his right to ask for votes without payment. 
He has destroyed his own integrity and that of 
the voter as well, and eventually the voter will 
resent the fact that he has been compromised. 
Let the people of racing who would use charity 
donations for public relations purposes consider 
this. Charity is proper, but there must be no sup- 
position that it should be exchanged for favors. 
The public is not impressed by the argument that 
racing gives to charity, therefore the _ public 
should favor racing.

The public is not impressed by the argument 
that racing should be supported because it builds 
up the breeding industry. Only a few thousand 
persons can breed race horses, and only a few 
hundred can make money out of breeding race 
horses, and that only in what we choose to call 
“good times.” The whole industry of breeding 
Thoroughbreds could disappear from America 
without a noticeable effect on its economy in gen- 
eral. The public must not be kidded. 

The solid substance of racing’s public relations 
lies in the simple fact that people like racing. 
Many of them like horses, and we have yet to find 
a man who was the worse for having liked a 
horse, though we have found some who seemed the 
worse for having liked betting too well. 

Therein lies the key to a public relations pro- 
gram. People who like racing will want to know 
about it. The program we may set up should 
have two functions: (1) ‘To find out what they 
want to know. (2) Tell them. 

If this job is to be done, it should be done by 
experts in public relations. Not by one man, but 
by a staff of trained men and women, working 
anonymously under the direction of a company 
which makes a business of public relations. This 
company can expect the cooperation of many indi- 
viduals and organizations in gathering data for 
its work. It will need no instructions as to policy. 

But it will need urgently the cooperation of 
race tracks in following such policies as will gain 
public favor, and especially in exercising restraint 
in the amount of racing offered to each com- 
munity. Sensible behavior is the beginning of 
good public relations. Overexploitation is the end.

The Fall Sales 
Lexington 


T the qpening session of the Lexington Fall 
A Sales last year, first mixed vendue to be held 
by the newly or ganized Breeders’ Sales Company, 
the main attractions were consignments of brood- 
mares offered by Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway 
Farm and by Jay D. Weil, Lexington breeder 
and stockman who was disposing of his Thorough- 
bred holdings. The Riddle lot included 16 mares, 
most of which carried Man o’ War blood. They 
brought $91,450, averaged $5,716. Weil sold ten 
mares for $38,900, average $3,890. 

Buyers attending the first session of the 1945 
Fall Sales studied similar offerings: Greentree 
Stud, Ine., had catalogued 11 broodmares, and 
Meadow Sweet Farm listed ten. The Greentree 
lot brought $42,400, an average of $3,855, and the 
Meadow Sweet group brought $22,800, average 
$2,280. The combined Riddle and Weil sales in 
1944 had averaged $5,013 for 26 head, and the 21 
mares sold by Greentree and Meadow Sweet aver- 
aged $3,108. From this may be derived the no- 
tion that the broodmare market is off considerably 
this fall, but the impression is not supported by 
over-all averages, because a total of 55 brood- 
mares sold on the first afternoon in 1944 averaged 
$2,977, and 53 sold at the first session this year 
averaged $2,324, not a sizeable difference consid- 
ering that one of the young Riddle mares sold for 
$22,500, and another for $13,000. Considering all 
factors, the current broodmare market may be a 
bit stronger than in 1944.

Monday Night, November 12 


VIDENCE of strength in the market appeared 

at the Monday night session, when 64 yearlings 
sold for $191,600, average $2,994. Last year at the 
first night sale, 58 yearlings averaged $2,103. 
The average price of fillies was up about 50 per 
cent over that of the opening night last year—37 
sold for $95,000, averaged $2,568 this year, and 
35 sold for $58,250, averaged $1,664 in 1944. The 
average for colts was up about 29 per cent—27 
brought $97,000, averaged $3,595, on Monday 
night, against an average of $2,770 for 23 head 
on the first night in 1944. Fifteen weanlings sold 
this year averaged $1,963; last year’s average on 
17 sold duri ing the same period was $1,226. 

The high level of $15,000 for a yearling colt at 
the 1944 fall sales was not equalled at ‘the first 
offering of yearlings this fall, but there was 
enough activity to indicate that the buyers were 
on hand and wouldn’t be reluctant to bid when 
something suited them. Leo Gerngross led all pur- 
chasers Monday night with a bid of $8,200 for a 
bay colt by Sir Damion—Millie M., by *Cohort, 
consigned by A. B. Karsner.

Marshall Field Dispersal 


The principal consignment of the sales, aside 
from the Idle Hour yearlings, was the dispersal of 
the mares and weanlings belonging to Marshall 
Field, of Chicago, whose interest in recent years 
has turned from the Turf to newspapers and 
other enterprises. The Field consignment was 
sold Tuesday afternoon, November 13, about the 
time this issue of THE BLOoD-HORSE was going to 
press, but room was made at the last minute for 
the results. 

The 21 head offered brought a total of $220,800, 
average $10,514.

Notes of the Sales 


The crowd which gathered in Lexington for the 
sales was probably the largest in the history of 
Thoroughbred auctions in the United States, inso- 
far as the number of potential purchasers is con- 
cerned, Lexington’s two largest hotels, the La- 
fayette and the Phoenix, were booked solid long in 
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advance of the sales. Smaller hotels filled up be- 
fore the sales began. Tourist homes and private 
homes, for the first time, had to be called upon 
to provide shelter for the visitors. 


The crowd at the first night session was more 
tightly packed into the sales arena than ever be- 
fore, and those who packed it were not the casual 
visitors from the community who occasionally 
turn out in large numbers for an auction which is 
expected to provide spectacular bidding. The 
arena was filled back to the walls with people who 
had a rather close connection with the industry 
and its proceedings. 


Comparison of prices with last year’s sales was 
not easy for the first two sessions, because of the 
differences in the catalogued material and the dif- 
ference in the overall extent and arrangement of 
the sales. But there appeared to b no question in 
the minds of the sellers or buyers that this was 
the strongest market yet seen in Kentucky. 

There was beginning to be speculation that this 
might also be the top of the dizzy spiral of prices 
which has marked the last two years, but wher- 
ever such speculation was voiced it promptly 
found disagreement. 


Because they wanted to be certain of having a 
stallion for their new farm near Baltimore, Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel Pistorio took out insurance by 
paying $1,700 for Singing Wood in the Greentree 
Stud consignment at the Monday afternoon sale. 
Next to be offered in the ring was the Widener 
Handicap winner The Rhymer, which was the 
Baltimore couple’s original first choice in stal- 
lions, and they were successful in getting him 
with a bid of $10,000, so they found themselves in 
a situation not uncommon in the horse business— 
they had started to buy just one horse, but ended 
up with two. They planned to dispose of Singing 
Wood privately before returning to Baltimore. 

The Pistorios have bought a 325-acre farm in 
Howard County, Maryland, and intend to breed 
Thoroughbreds. They have built a 30-stall barn 
and now are having fences put up. They own the 
Reaping Reward mare Dime A Dance, in foal to 
New World. At the Keeneland Summer Sales 
they bought five fillies and three colts, which they 
will race. 

Mr. Pistorio, a developer of real estate, also is 
engaged in manufacturing prefabricated houses.

And when we are finished 
with Life and its dictum concerning the intelli- 
gence of the horse, perhaps we can put all these 
stories together, bind them up with a nice little 
ribbon, and send them to the editors of Life with 
our compliments. 

If you have stories which fit into this album, 
please send them in, whether they concern Thor- 
oughbreds or not. 

The first story in the series was contributed by 
Frank Butzow, of Chicago, who, after he had wit- 
nessed the remarkable performance of two old 
Thoroughbreds under the handling of Col. Hiram 
E. Tuttle in the Chicago Coliseum last week, went 
down to interview Colonel Tuttle and brought us, 
in brief, the results of the interview. 

Unfortunately, in writing from Mr. Butzow’s 
notes, we missed a key part of the story. This 
part came from Douglas M. Davis, master of High 
Hope Farm at Lexington, who was a judge in sev- 
eral of the classes at Chicago. (Mr. Davis comes 
as near knowing all the light breeds of horses as 
any breeder in America.) ; 

The master of High Hope, who has seen high 
school horses and other kinds of horses do tricks 
most of his life, and who isn’t a man to be knock- 
ed over with a feather, came back to Lexington 
saying in a very loud and positive voice that 
Colonel Tuttle’s two old-timers, *Olimpic and 
Vast, had put up an amazing performance. “And 
he wasn’t using anything but a piece of twine in 
their mouths, either.” ; 

Mr. Davis then quoted Colonel Tuttle as saying 
to him that he would never have attempted to 
train any horse but a Thoroughbred for such an 
exhibition. Why? We quote Mr. Davis’ quota- 
tion of Colonel Tuttle: “Because the Thorough- 
bred, once you gain his confidence, is the only 
horse with the intelligence to take such training.” 


After 55 months in the Army, including two 
years in the Pacific, Howard (Pup) Endicott, 
young Lexington horseman, has been discharged 
from the service. He served with the Combat 
Medics of the 38th Infantry Division, “the Libera- 
tors of Bataan.” Before entering the Army in 
1941 he was learning the horse business from the 
foundation up, his tutor being Charles Kenney, 
manager of Coldstream Stud. He was secretary 
of the Young Horseman’s Club, which had to go 
into a prolonged recess when most of its members 
entered the services. After a rest, Endicott in- 
tends to work with Thoroughbreds again.

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CLUB EXPANSION DISCUSSED 


S a result of a discussion and movement initi- 

ated recently by the Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association, with headquarters at 
Louisville, a tentative beginning has been made 
toward the establishment of a national associa- 
tion of organizations similar to the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, which has its headquarters at 
Lexington, and the Thoroughbred Club of Tennes- 
see, with headquarters at Nashville. 

The Louisville club recently broached the sub- 
ject to members of the other two organizations, 
and after preliminary discussions, a joint meet- 
ing of some of the members of each of the three 
clubs was held in the library at the Keeneland 
Race Course at noon Tuesday, November 13, for 
which J. A. Estes was elected chairman. The 
meeting, after a considerable informal discussion 
of the general problem, adopted the following mo- 
tion, proposed by Grainger Williams, of Nashville, 
president of the Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee, 
and seconded by Wathen Knebelkamp, secretary 
of the Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation: 


Moved by Mr. Williams: That this meeting suc- 
gest to the Thoroughbred Club of America, the Thor- 
oughbred Club of Tennessee, and the Kentucky Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association that each of these 
three organizations appoint three members to consti- 
tute the membership of a joint committee which shall 
bear instructions to work out tentative plans for a 
national organization; that the joint committee meet 
within thirty days, and as soon thereafter as possible 
refer its recommendations to a joint meeting of the 
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directors of the three clubs; and that, when the direc. 
tors, in joint session, shall have arrived at an agree. 
ment, the plan be submitted to the membership of 
each of the three clubs for ratification.

Last Chance at Belmont 


FTER the two days of the United Hunts meet- 

ing at Belmont Park, there remained eight 
days of the 1945 racing season in New York, at 
Jamaica, and these were of absorbing interest to 
the owners and trainers of the horses engaged and 
the horseplayers who bet on them, and to no one 
else. A reasonably fabulous sum—there seems a 
contradiction here—will be raised for charity, for 
which none of racing’s enemies will give the sport 
any credit whatever. Otherwise, the charity meet- 
ing will be writ in water. 

At Belmont—and it was a pleasure to be back 
there—the United Hunts meeting did not exactly 
discover anything. The 2-year-olds continued to 
pour down on the outside of the chute, where the 
going is hard, and the inside post positions (near- 
est the stands) continued to be fatal. This has 
gone on all year, and though it could be corrected 
in one day, that day has not yet dawned. 

On the first day Deering Howe’s Harvest Night, 
by *Sickle—North Riding, came down from the 
eleventh position in a field of thirteen. Four 
races later Brookmeade Stable’s Phantasy, by 
Psychic Bid, broke from the outside of eight and 
won smartly, skimming the outside rail so sharply 
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that the temporary fence (where the steeplechase 
course crosses the chute) fell down as she passed. 
This wasn’t the one Beaugay fell into—it was on 
the other side and consequently past the finish 
line, and Phantasy took no harm from it. 

On the second day Cedar Creek and Saranac, 
drawn fifteenth and sixteenth in a field of 16, fin- 
ished first and second as named, the winner being 
a *Bahram colt owned and bred by Walter P. 
Chrysler. The insiders, which have to run in an 
inch or so more cushion, naturally got nothing. 
You might think something would be done about 
this, but it is hard to go against nature. 


Jumping Matters 


HOUGH the Cherry Malotte, scheduled as the 

feature of the first day, failed to fill, there 
were nevertheless three hurdle races and two 
steeplechases during the two days of the United 
Hunts. One of the hurdles was won by Mrs. 
Esther du Pont Weir’s Middle River, by Jean 
Bart, which rates a note because he is a half- 
brother to two other capable jumpers, Elkridge 
and Chesapeake. But the other two winners 
seemed of considerably higher class. One was 
Montpelier’s Reykjavik, an  unpronounceable 
daughter of Annapolis. Annapolis is the capital 
of Maryland, and Reykjavik is the capital of Ice- 
land, if you can make anything of that. Anyway, 
she jumped on top of two or three fences, but won 
handily nevertheless, as a 4-to-5 chance is sup- 
posed to do. Great Flare, which was given a good

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chance at her, threw a stifle after two fences and 
was pulled up. 

The third, and maybe the best hurdler, was 
Harry La Montagne’s Larky Day, a Blue Lark- 
spur gelding which has been racing on the flat 
and, if you want an idea of his speed, once beat 
True North at six furlongs. He is trained by 
William Post, to whom jumping comes more natu- 
rally than flat racing, and as a yearling was in 
the hands of Preston Burch, who has had consid- 
erable experience with jumpers, particularly 
abroad. Larky Day, it developed, was a natural 
jumper. At Aiken he was put in the jumping 
corral for his early lessons, and people had to go 
in and make him quit, he liked it so much. Well, 
in his first try over hurdles he sailed away from 
a fairly experienced field, and stamped himself as 
one of the most prominent hurdlers of the season. 

Both of the steeplechases were on the final day, 
and the first attracted Mrs. J. Barry’s Rum Ra- 
tion, which started at less than one to two. He 
turned himself over on the twelfth fence, how- 
ever, and though Jockey Cruz remounted to finish, 
the favorite was last of four. 


New Excuse: A Tree in the Face 


HE other event over the big fences was the 

Temple Gwathmey, which is second in pres- 
tige only to the Grand National, and is second to 
nothing in the country in endowment, being worth 
$15,000 added. The entry of Rouge Dragon and 
Mercator was quite logically favored, and the 
latter was removed from contention by an unusual 
accident. He went to the front, hard pressed by 
Raylywn, for the first turn of the field, but the 
— time over the water jump Raylywn drew 
clear. 

As the leader took the twelfth fence he brushed 
through it and knocked a loose piece of cedar 
into the air—a four- or five-foot affair, about the 
size of a small Christmas tree. Mercator was 
along just in time for Jockey W. Leonard to catch 
this right in the face, and it swept him neatly 
out of the saddle. 

With his running mate eliminated Rouge 
Dragon moved up to Raylywn, but behind him 
moved Rokeby Stable’s *Caddie, not a winner this 
year but none the less one of the best jumpers in 
the business. He had closed a prodigious amount 
of ground in the Grand National but from too far 
back; in the Temple Gwathmey he was closer 
than usual, and except for an amateurish landing 
the second time over the water jump, he had been 
fencing so capably that he was picking up a half- 
length or so at every obstacle. When he started 
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up, about a half-mile from the finish, it was with 
a stirring rush, and around the turn, with two 
fences ahead of him, he disposed of my old favor- 
ite, Rouge Dragon. With three furlongs to go it 
was obvious that all he had to do to win was to 
stand up, and he hasn’t been down for ever so 
long. He came to the finish with his ears pricked, 
six lengths ahead of the grey *Refugio, which 
also had uncorked a startling run at the end. 

There isn’t must question that Mercator is the 
leading jumper of the year—he was carrying a 
steadying 160 pounds in the Temple Gwathmey, 
whereas the winner had only 149—but *Caddie’s 
performance was one of the most finished of the 
year. After the race his rider, Emmett Roberts— 
who rede Rouge Dragon in what still seems to me 
the outstanding jumping performance of the year 
—remarked to this bystander, “The way he was 
going today, you could have won on him.” This 
was an exaggeration. 


Dividing Line 


F racing authorities want something to specu- 

late over during the winter, they may consider 
what is to be the dividing line on stimulation, 
which used to be a hard and fast matter. You 
can’t, for instance, object to the administration of 
glucose—it’s just as much a food as oats. Vita- 
min pills, of course. nobody can live without, ac- 
cording to the advertisements. Testosterone? 
Well, it is definitely recommended for horses in 
the stud, and being a hormone derivative it isn’t 
exactly a stimulant in the sense that caffeine or 
strychnine is, though it does stimulate, more or 
less rapidly according to the way it is adminis- 
tered. There seems to be an increasing number 
of borderline drugs, which help the condition and 
the ability of a horse, without having the explo- 
sive one-race effect of strychnine or alcohol or 
benzedrine. Just which of these improve the gen- 
eral condition of a horse, and which violate the 
rule about affecting his speed in a race constitute 
a very pretty problem. Some of them don’t show 
in saliva tests or urinalyses, which make it even 
more delicate. It seems that the age of science 
has caught up with us again.

Tom Smith and 
His Atomizer 


(ignores Roy Waldron, who formerly condi- 
tioned the horses of Mrs. Ethel V. Mars and 
for her won the 1940 Kentucky Derby with Galla- 
hadion, has taken over the Maine Chance Farm 
Stable of Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham on a “tempo- 
rary” basis. 

He succeeds “Silent Tom’ Smith, who on No- 
vember 8 was suspended by The Jockey Club for 
one year on a charge of having administered ephe- 
drine to Magnific Duel, a 38-year-old gelding 
which won a six-furlong maiden race at Jamaica 
on November 1 at odds of 1 to 2. Smith’s suspen- 
sion is to run a year from November 1, and two 
Maine Chance stable foremen, Ernest Pevler and 
James Shelley, were denied the privileges of 
tracks operating under Jockey Club jurisdiction 
for 30 days starting November 8. Under Smith’s 
guidance, the Maine Chance horses have been phe- 
nomenally successful, winning more than 50 races 
so far this year and earning more than $500,000. 

The Jockey Club announced its action in these 
terms: 


The trainer's license of Tom Smith has been re- 
voked and he is denied all privileges on tracks 
under the jurisdiction of The Jockey Club for the 
period of one year, terminating November 1, 1946. 
Ernest Pevler and James Shelley, foremen in the 
stable of Maine Chance Farm, for which Tom Smith 
was training, are denied all privileges of any track 
operating under the jurisdiction of The Jockey Club 
for a period of thirty days, starting November 8. 

The purse of the third race at Jamaica on Novem- 
ber 1, awarded to the horse, Magnific Duel, is there- 
by forfeited and redistributed as follows: First 
money to Meadow Maid, owned by G. Thorn; sec- 
ond money to Big Bid, owned by M. Seidt; third 
money to Brown Mountain, owned by E. E. Brown, 
and fourth money to Lean Harvest, owned by Mrs. 
A. C. Tuite. 

The horses running in the name and interests of 
Maine Chance Farm are eligible to start when placed 
under the care of a licensed trainer acceptable to the 
stewards. 

The reason for this action is violation of Rule 216 (f) 
of the rules of racing, which prohibits the adminis- 
tration of any medicine or drug to any horse, inter- 
nally or externally, which affects the racing condi- 
tion of the horse in a race. 

The report of the State chemist identified the medi- 
cation as ephedrine. Those present at the meeting 
taking this action were William Woodward, A. H. 
Morris, Joseph E. Davis, Robert A. Fairbairn, F. S. 
von Stade, Walter M. Jeffords and Marshall Cassidy 
of The Jockey Club and Ashley T. Cole, chairman of 
the New York State Racing Commission. 


Immediately after the suspension was an- 
nounced Smith was not available for comment, but 
the significance of the situation was such that he 
soon broke his usual taciturnity and told a Daily 
Racing Form reporter that: “I am absolutely in- 
nocent of any wrongdoing, but I don’t want to 
make any regular statement until my lawyer gets 
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Tom SMITH 


here from California.” He added: “You can say 
that I’m going to seek full vindication of the 
charges against me.” 

He told the Form and others that he had for 
some time used both ephedrine and a mixture of 
salt and vinegar, applied with an atomizer, to 
clear the heads of horses with congested respira- 
tory passages. Magnific Duel, he asserted, had 
been a bleeder and also had shown a tendency to 
choke up from an excess of mucus in his head 
and throat. 

Smith insisted that he had not personally ad- 
ministered any medicine to Magnific Duel before 
the race of November 1, but explained that atom- 
izers containing ephedrine and the salt-and-vine- 
gar mixture had been taken to the receiving barn 
with the gelding and that they probably had been 
used by Foreman Ernest Pevler, who had been in- 
structed to employ them if the horse seemed to 
need treatment. He produced an empty bottle, 
labeled 3 per cent ephedrine, and said the medi- 
cine came from it. 

The trainer emphasized that during his long 
career on the Turf he never had knowingly used 
a stimulant on any horse, and stated that so far 
as he knew, no traces of ephedrine or any other 
drug had been found in the saliva or urine of the 
horse. The Jockey Club action, he added, was 
based entirely on the finding of the atomizers. 

After the Daily Racing Form interview, Smith 
issued this statement: “The saliva tests of every 
Maine Chance entry were negative. During my 
23 years as a trainer I have never done anything 
which to my knowledge was in violation of the 
rules. I am sure the officials will vindicate me 
when the full story is told. 

“The so-called drug used on Magnific Duel is 
infinitesimal and could not have affected his rac- 
ing condition. He was examined after his win- 
ning effort and the tests were negative. I knew I 
was being watched, and I wouldn’t deliberately 
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put myself in this position had I thought I was 
doing anything wrong.” 

Marshall Cassidy, steward representing The 
Jockey Club on New York tracks, said he could 
not issue any statement until after the expiration 
of the ten-day period for filing an appeal, which 
would be on November 18. However, in reply to 
criticisms that Smith had not been properly repre- 
sented at the stewards’ hearing on the case, Cas- 
sidy had said 


ond, that some medicines—such as quinine, benze- 
drine, ephedrine—may conceivably mask the pres- 
ence of a stronger drug. 

The 1eason the stewards must take an absolutely 
firm attitude in these cases is because any letting 
down of barriers might lead to flagrant abuses. We 
have to be inflexible on the subject of stimulants and 
every horseman understands the very explicit ruling 
that applies to these cases. It is Rule 216 (f) of the

In an attempt to scotch criticism over The 
Jockey Club’s action in a case involving the use of 
ephedrine, which has become widely used for head 
colds, Francis P. Dunne, steward appointed by 
the New York State Racing Commission, said: 


Immediately after the announcement of Smith’s 
suspension, Mrs. Graham could not be reached for 
a statement, though a spokesman at her New 
York office said she had been greatly affected. But 
after conferring with her attorney, J. Howard 
Carter, she announced: 


I shall start an investigation immediately. This is 
a terrible thing to have happen just at a time when 
we were so proud of our victories.

EXICO CITY, November 9.—To perpetuate 

the memory of a gallant Thoroughbred, 
President Bruno Pagliai of the Hipodromo de las 
Americas has announced that not only will a 
statue be erected to Gay Dalton but a stakes race 
will be named to honor the double winner of 
Mexico’s richest race, the Handicap de las Ameri- 
cas. 


A life-sized figure of the worthy son of Ameri- 
can Flag will be placed in an appropriate spot on 
the grounds of the Hipodromo, similar to the one 
honoring Charles S. Howard’s Seabiscuit at Santa 
Anita Park. 

The Gay Dalton Handicap will become one of 
the features on next season’s stakes program. 
President Pagliai has invited Mrs. Dorothy O’Hay, 
part owner of Gay Dalton and wife of the late 
Capt. Patrick Irving O’Hay, “Soldier of For- 
tune” who developed the idol of Mexico, to be 
honor guest for the forthcoming renewal of the 
Handicap de las Americas on Sunday, April 7. 

Gay Dalton passed away at Hollywood Park 
on October 23. One year earlier, on the same 
date, Captain O’Hay was buried at Forest Lawn 
in California.

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MEXICAN YEARLING SALES 


WO summers ago the yearling sales at Keene- 

land Race Course averaged $2,979. This was 
where the boom in the American Thoroughbred 
market first became spectacular. The prices were 
about two and a half times as high as in the pre- 
vious year, 1942. Prices continued to gain there- 
after, throughout the world. 

Last week Mexican Thoroughbred breeders had 
their first auction of yearlings, in the paddock 
at the Hipodromo de las Americas. Twenty-four 
head were sold for 404,600 pesos, average 16,858 
pesos. Approximating the Mexican monetary 
unit at 20 cents, the average was equivalent to 
$3,372, which is 13 per cent higher than the aver- 
age for the excellent group of yearlings sold at 


Keeneland in 1943. It is approximately 75 per 
cent higher than the: yearling averages at the 


California sales in September 
‘Maryland Fall Sales in October 
year. 

In the report which came to THE BLOOD-HORSE 
from the Hipodromo de las Americas the year- 
lings sold were not grouped by consignors, but 
the press release stated: “The first sales were 
made up from the produce of the Granja La Paz, 
owned by J. Jesus Gonzalez Gallo at Tlaquepaue, 
in the state of Jalisco; Rancho Ojo de Agua, be- 
longing to Sherman Baker in the outskirts of 
Mexico City; A. Carlos Gomez’ Rancho San Luis 
in the same vicinity; Luis C. Valdez’ Rancho La 
Erendira at Zitacuaro, Michoacan; Rancho San 
Jorge, the property of Jorge Malo, located at 
Toluca in the state of Mexico; and the Cuadra 
Jalisco of Silvano Barba Gonzalez at Guadalajara, 
Jalisco.” 

Most of the top prices came from the group of 
sucklings which were purchased privately last 
year, along with their dams, by Mexican breed- 
ers from Henry H. Knight, who had bought them 
from the estate of Emerson F. Woodward, owner 
of Valdina Farms in Texas. 

The highest price, 32,000 pesos ($6,400), 
paid by Carlos Gomez for the *Knight’s Caprice 
—Golden Time colt. Miguel Muzquiz went to 
30,000 pesos for a filly by *Colorado Lad, and Jose 
Garavito bought yearlings at 29,000, 28,000, and 
25,000 pesos.

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The Philosophy 
Disqualifications 


RE you sure you’re being logical in your 
blanket objections to the disqualification rule 
now in force in Kentucky and other states? 

And, young man, the rule is not new. San 
Francisco tracks originated it about 1897, the 
year after the old tape barrier from Australia 
was adopted by those same progressive California 
tracks which tried to preserve distance racing 
long after tracks elsewhere had abandoned it— 
Churchill Downs copied the Endurance Stakes 
(about 1910) from the Thornton Stakes at Oak- 
land. 

But about the disqualification rule and fouls in 
other sports: 

Why is a foul in any sport committed? It may 
be accidental, wholly unintentional, but usually a 
flagrant foul is actuated by a desire to win 
through fair means or foul. 

Football recognizes many fouls—but a team 
may commit them all, and many times in a game, 
and still not lose the game. They come under the 
head of penalties. A rough, angered team of 
great power and skill might commit a dozen fouls 
against a cocky, pugnacious team of less class, 
and still win the game 50 to 0. 

It is rare that a baseball game is forfeited, al- 
though the crowd might be almost unanimously 
against a fault-finding, objecting team that sore- 
ly tried the umpires. A player could lose his head 
and assault the umpire, but the team is not dis- 
qualified. 

Hockey is rife with possible fouls and chances 
for unfair tactics and advantages, but penalties 
to players or team take care of that—and the 
worse offending team can still win the game. And 
this applies to basketball. 

No longer is a boxer disqualified for foul or low 
blows unless he persists and refuses to fight fair- 
ly. Penalties of loss of rounds take care of acci- 
dental or, possibly, intentional fouls. The referee 
may use discretion. 

Now, the Pimlico Cup of 1921: Exterminator, 
Boniface, and Lady Emmeline. The first two 
fought it out for more than a mile. They hap- 
pened to be sound, true-running horses, in the 
hands of sensible, clean-riding jockeys—at least 
on that occasion. They finished noses apart, with 
Lady Emmeline 20 lengths or more away. 

Supposing Exterminator had been an Equipoise 
of a lugger-in: Should he have been disqualified 
into third place, behind a mare that more than 
likely was going around for third money? 

Take the 1933 Derby: Fischer on Head Play 
started the rough work. Supposing he had beaten 
out Brokers Tip—should Charley O. have been 
advanced to second place, when he was beaten 
some ten lengths for the place? 

Why penalize the owner, trainer and backers of 
a horse for what an impulsive or hot-headed 
jockey does? You could safely lay 10,000 to 1 
that nobody but the jockey had a hand in the 
rough tacties or foul riding that resulted in dis- 
qualification. 

I know you are constantly advocating better 
racing, endeavoring to correct evils... 
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The Case for Discretion 


Editor’s note. In THE BLoop-HorsE of Oc- 
tober 27 Joe H. Palmer’s column, Sidelights, 
appeared in the space usually given over to 
an editorial. (Copy for an editorial mailed 
from California had arrived too late.) This 
resulted, in one case at least, in a reader over- 
looking Mr. Palmer’s by-line and addressing 
to the editor a letter dissuading him from the 
position Mr. Palmer had taken with reference 
to the rule which permits stewards to place a 
disqualified horse according to their discre- 
tion. The letter was not written for publica- 
tion, but since it came from an old-timer who 
has thought a lot about such things, it has 
been appropriated for presentation to our 
readers. 


So I suggest that you start advocating—and 
vigorously—better officials. Why not get critical 
of them, and personally, for their shortcomings, 
just as theatre critics speak up on producers and 
directors and stars? How about “Information, 
Please?” tests of all officials, at least stewards, to 
learn how much they really know of the rules, and 
how they deem it best to apply them. And why 
not advocate a sterner enforcement of the rules? 
Let it be known in advance of a meeting that any 
jockey coming over on his field at the start is 
through for the duration of the meeting—unless it 
can be proved (by past performances) that the 
jockey’s mount is a confirmed “crosser over.” If 
that be the case, let the horse’s entry be thrown 
out any time he draws a position far out from the 
rail. 

And crusade a bit against making stewards out 
of men who could not pass a test—as they would 
have to do for many positions in other walks of 
life—just because they are darned nice guys and 
have need of a job. We have many stewards who, 
by experience, judgment, and integrity, are well 
qualified to act as stewards, but we also have a 
few—who have votes in official bodies of three— 
who lack essential knowledge, and who are tem- 
peramentally unsuited to pass judgment on any 
important matter. ... 

But think this disqualification item over. 
Whether you and I like it or not, we have the 
public and we have their spokesmen, the sports 
writers and the columnists. They’re wrong time 
and again, and they’re right as hell on many occa- 
sions; my chief complaint with most of their beefs 
is that they are just that—beefs, the squawks of 
bad losers who give no thought whatever to the 
other side of a question that adversely affects 
them.

Rainbird's Melbourne Cup 


S far as form players were concerned, the 

two-mile Melbourne Cup, Australia’s great- 
est race, appeared to be simply a struggle for 
second place. A. H. Griffiths’ Lawrence, winner 
of the Melbourne Stakes, had compiled such a 
brilliant record during the season that a Cup vic- 
tory virtually was conceded to him. As a pre- 
caution against accident, Lawrence had been kept 
out of the 1%-mile Caulfield Cup, but his very 
absence from the race encouraged his backers 
even more, because St. Fairy, the Caulfield win- 
ner, had been beaten so handily by Lawrence in 
previous meetings that the Griffiths horse ap- 
peared as much of a certainty as the hazards of 
a two-mile handicap permit. 


Four days before the Cup, Lawrence met with a 
training mishap and was withdrawn from the 
classic, and with the 3-1 favorite thus eliminated, 
the crowd of 105,000 which showed up at Flem- 
ington on Cup day had to revise its estimate of 
the situation. Silver Link, which had showed 
very well both in the Caulfield Cup and the Metro- 
politan, despite interference in both races, was 
the eventual post-time betting choice, though the 
5-year-old mare Rainbird also drew attention. 
Rainbird had run second to St. Fairy in the Caul- 
field, indeed had taken the lead briefly near the 
finish, and besides had won the 1%4-mile St. Leger 
last May. Her 20-1 price on the eve of the Cup 
was cut to 12-1 by post time. 

A half-mile from the finish of the Cup, Rain- 
bird was about ninth in a field of 25 and Silver 
Link was at or near the top, but the chestnut 
mare responded splendidly when W. Cook, her 
rider, asked for more speed. At the three-six- 
teenths pole she had her opposition whipped and 
went on to win by two and one-half lengths. 
Silver Link was second, closely followed by Leo- 
nard. In the cabled reports no mention was made 
of St. Fairy. 

Rainbird’s sire raced in England as The Bastard, 
and became The Buzzard when he went to Aus- 
tralia. He seems to be getting along very well 
despite his names. He was second to Manitoba 
on the 1944 Australian sire list with 28 winners 
of 47% races and about $96,504. His son Old 
Rowley won the Melbourne Cup in 1940.

last season solely on the accomplishments of 
Rainbird, which won four races, was twice sec- 
ond and eight times unplaced. The Melbourne 
Cup was her outstanding victory, bringing in 
$28,000 and a gold cup. 

The crowd at Flemington, though not of record 
size, did set records by betting $271,144 on the 
Cup, $928,000 throughout the day. It was esti- 
mated that more than $4,000,000 was staked on 
the Cup, including mutuel play and betting in 
the future books. 


English and Irish Notes 


Last year at the Dundalk course in Ireland the 
horse Golden Days dead-heated with a_ horse 
trained by E. T. O’Sullivan. In this season’s re- 
newal of the same race, Golden Days finished in 
a dead heat with Providential, also trained by 
O’Sullivan. 

Winner of the Irish Cambridgeshire at a mile 
was J. McLean’s Poolfix, 7-year-old bay gelding 
by Link Boy—Lady of Grace, by Gay Crusader. 

H. 8S. (Atty) Persse, the noted trainer, has been 
removed to a nursing home at London because of 
illness. Among the horses trained by the 76-year- 
old Turf veteran were The Tetrarch, *Sweeper, 
Tetratema, Mr. Jinks and Silver Urn. 

Sir Malcolm McAlpine and his two sons have 
placed their horses in training in care of Reginald 
Day, who also will manage their stud. Day, who 
succeeds V. Smith as trainer of the horses to be 
raced under Jockey Club rules, conditioned So- 
lario for his victories in the St. Leger and Ascot 
Gold Cup, and Son-in-Law for his Cesarewitch 
and Goodwood Cup victories. Smith will continue 
to train the McAlpine horses to be raced under 
National Hunt rules. 

A levy of 5 per cent on all money bet with 
bookmakers at Irish tracks has been imposed by 
the Racing Board. Tax returns from bookmakers 
soon indicated a sharp diminuition of their busi- 
ness. One poor fellow who reported that he han- 
dled only five shillings on a certain race, was ques- 
tioned by the board. Another reported that he 
hadn’t handled a single bet on two consecutive 
races.

Horsemanshi 
For Veterans 


By Nothing Venture 


ALTIMORE, Md.—The first definite step to 

attempt to bridge the gap between the stables 
and farms needing men, on the one hand, and the 
returning veterans who want to work with horses 
but lack experience, .on the other, was taken in 
Maryland last week by Major Louis E. Lamborn, 
headmaster of the McDonogh School, near Balti- 
more. McDonogh is an accredited institution of 
veeational instruction where veterans, under the 
G. I. Bill of Rights, may take courses in subjects 
of their own selection that will enable them to 
follow any trade or business in which they are 
interested, with Uncle Sam footing the bill. 

Major Lamborn announced the proposed new 
course of instruction for the veterans following a 
series of conferences with representatives of the 
Remount Service, the Veterans Bureau, the Mary- 
land Jockey Club, and the Maryland Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association. The course will approximate as 
nearly as possible the routine of care of horses in 
racing or hunting stables or on a stud farm. 

The veterans will find themselves learning the 
delights of early morning hours spent in the am- 
monia and sweat of dirty stalls and will be in- 
structed in the arts and crafts of the dandy brush 
and the currycomb, not to speak of the pitchfork 
and broom. When they finish their course and are 
certified every effort will be made to place them 
where they may go to work immediately and help 
to alleviate the labor shortage now current on the 
track and on the farms. 

The school has the right to accept as many or 
as few men as it deems fit. It will screen its ap- 
plicants so that time will not be wasted on men 
who are not in earnest about really making the 
grade in the course. McDonogh has a record of 
accomplishment second to none in every field and 
it will not fall down here. Veterans who are in- 
terested in taking this course are requested to 
apply to the sghool or to the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association at One Dixie Drive, Towson. 
The breeders’ group is cooperating with the school 
in the current undertaking. 

At present certain technicalities prevent the 
Army training men for this sort of work on Gov- 
ernment installations, but the Remount Service, 
under Col. L. Hamilton, is cooperating with 
McDonogh in the training plans and backing it 
enthusiastically. 

It is possible that further courses in riding or 
farriery may develop from this initial venture. 
The officials of the Veterans Bureau feel that it 
has been proven that there is a good field for em- 
ployment of veterans with horses and will watch 
the McDonogh venture with an eye to future de- 
velopments elsewhere. 


Death of Mrs. Livingston 


HE passing of Mrs. Lily A. Livingston in a 
nursing home in Virginia late in October 
removed from the Thoroughbred scene one of the 
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last links with the fabulous racing days of the 
Gay ’Nineties. Mrs. Livingston, who was over 
85 years old, inherited the great Rancocas Stud 
at Jobstown, N. J., on the death of its founder, 
Pierre Lorillard, but finding the place too vast 
for her needs removed her breeding operations to 
Canada, later selling Rancocas to Harry F. Sin- 
clair. 

Mrs. Livingston raced horses in her “Blue, sil- 
ver braid, black cap,” in Canada and the United 
States for over half a century. Her best racer 
perhaps was the noted staying mare Sotemia (by 
Locohatchee), foaled in 1907, winner of the On- 
tario Jockey Club Cup twice and of the four-mile 
Endurance Stakes at Louisville. Mrs. Living- 
ston’s horses were trained by Matt Feakes and it 
was but three years ago that the lady, as kindly a 
person as ever lived, sent for Matt Feakes’ son 
Eddie to present him with the gold cups won by 
the mare his father trained so long ago. 

Mrs. Livingston maintained a stud farm at Co- 
bourg, Ontario, where stood *Armeath II, Zeppe- 
lin, Lovetie, Amadis and other useful stallions. 
The Livingston homebreds were raced in Canada 
and Maryland year after year with considerable 
success. In the ’thirties Mrs. Livingston deserted 
Canada and moved to Virginia where she had a 
beautiful place near Berryville. Here she kept a 
few mares and bred some hunters as well as rac- 
ing stock. Six *Strolling Player yearlings owned 
by Mrs. Livingston at the time of her death were 
recently sold at the farm.

The Cup Favorite Was Mired 


‘-ELBOURNE, October 29 (by Air Mail) —It’s 
just as well we know racing is a sport of sur- 
prises as we had such a succession of them at 
Moonee Valley on Saturday (October 27) that it 
needed a sense of humor as well as a fair-sized 
bank roll to try to keep in touch with a series of 
bewildering events. 

We have had several shocks this spring season 
in Melbourne but none greater than when Law- 
rence, 2 to 1 favorite for the Melbourne Cup to 
be run next week, failed to get a place in the Cox 
Plate for which he started an odds-on favorite. 

The Cox Plate has been a hoodoo race for our 
best horse, as when he was a 3-year-old, Law- 
rence (by Law Maker) was injured at the start 
and did not take part in the race. In 1944 he suf- 
fered leg troubles during the running of the Cox 
Plate, which went to old Tranquil Star (by Gay 
Lothario), and this year the fates were decidedly 
against him. 

When we were beginning to think we were in 
for another drought, rain set in on Friday night 
and continued throughout Saturday. Although 
Lawrence had always revealed an aversion to 
damp track conditions it was decided to start him, 
as he is a gross fellow and needs a full share of 
racing and training.

Backers threw the wet-track theory to the 
winds and Lawrence was always an odds-on fa- 
vorite. He had every chance and could not get a 
place as he slid all over the track like a young gir] 
learning ice skating. Breasley, his rider, and Lou 
Robertson, his trainer, were dismayed but not dis- 
appointed and if the track is firm on Cup Day 
they have no fears of the outcome. 

The Cox Plate went to the Sydney mare Flight 
(by Royal Step, son of Heroic), who was having 
her first race in Melbourne and revelling in the 
mud. This short-strider was always on the top of 
the ground while the others were pile-driving into 
it. She led all the way and fought back with 
great courage to beat the Derby favorite, Don 
Pedro, by a neck, with Russia (by Excitement) 
a good third, and a lot of people rushed away to 
back Russia for the Melbourne Cup. 

It was Russia’s first start here and being a 
genuine stayer, the ten furlongs of the Cox Plate 
was too short for him. The time for the Cox 
Plate was 2:08%4, so you can realize there was 
abundant mud and slush. In fact, the last race 
of the day was run in the heaviest shower I can 
remember and nobody could see the horses, except 
as sO many moving shadowy shapes, until 50 
yards from the post. 

Flight is a firmer fancy for the Melbourne Cup 
after her Cox Plate win and Don Pedro (by Gay 
Lothario) certainly looks like winning the Vic- 
toria Derby from Attley (by Portofino) next Sat- 
urday. Flight is a great mare. She met our best 
mare, Tranquil Star (by Gay Lothario) for the 
first time and outclassed her, but Flight is five 
and old Tranquil Star is rising nine. Youth even- 
tually must triumph.

In the Last Jump 


AIN was falling in torrents when the Moonee 

Valley Cup of £3,500 was run and the race 
maintained its record for outsiders when the 33- 
to-1 chance Valcurl got up in the last stride to 
beat Leonard (by Dhoti) with Duntroon (by En- 
field) a poor third. 

Valeurl finished last but one in the Caulfield 
Cup on October 20 and naturally backers con- 
sidered him a drug in the betting market. Val- 
curl is by a one-time champion sprinter in Vali- 
ant Chief (by Heroic) and his dam, Curlis, was 
sold for £10. Valcurl was bred in a small pad- 
dock at Mentone about 20 miles from Melbourne 
and he was ridden on Saturday by the Sydney 
jockey, Billy Cook. 

Among other races, an interesting winner was 
Crown Gem, a 2-year-old full brother to the bril- 
liant 3-year-old Royal Gem. They are by im- 
ported Dhoti (by Dastur) from the Beau Fils 
mare, French Gem, and belong to George Badman 
of Adelaide. Crown Gem had only his second 
start on Saturday and on a shocking track, scam- 
pered over five furlongs in 1:03 to win as he liked. 

Crown Gem was the only favorite to win on Sat- 
urday and big backers had the towels out at the 
end of the day. The powerful Robertson stable 
bet forever on Leonard, Lincoln and Lawrence, all 
belonging to A. H. Griffiths, who is reported to 
have lost more than £14,000 on the day. A week 
earlier a Brisbane punter named Guinsberg-had a 
bet of £11,000 to £2,000 about St. Fairy (by St. 
Magnus), winner of the Caulfield Cup, but the 
bookies got it all back and more on Saturday. His 
settling was more than £10,000 on the wrong side. 

Tote betting at the Valley was £140,000, an all- 
time record despite a reduced attendance because 
of the rain.

An Invasion of the U. S.? 


HERE is a very good chance of St. Fairy, one 

of our best handicappers as well as a winner 

at weight for age, being shipped to the United 

States for the next Santa Anita Handicap. There 

is, however, a proviso and a very important one, 
too. 

O. R. Porter, his Melbourne owner, is a wealthy 
man, bets well and has won a lot of money on his 
horses in the last two or three years. He now 
hopes to win the Melbourne Cup on November 6 
with St. Fairy and if the chestnut carries out the 
ambitions of his owner, then St. Fairy heads 
east across the Pacific. 

Shipping might be something of a problem in 
the event of a decision to go being reached but 
Mr. Porter thinks it will be overcome. Mr. Porter 
has been to Santa Anita and regards St. Fairy as 
an ideal type for the richest race in the world. 
He gave £4,000 for St. Fairy this time last year 
and the gelding in stakes and bets has won him 
more than £45,000. 

Mr. Porter is a large-hearted man and when 
St. Fairy won the Caulfield Cup a week ago every 
one of 350 employes in his boot factory received 
an extra £5 in their pay envelopes. Every time 
St. Fairy wins a race they get something. In this 
way he has given away more than £5,000 and 
naturally has the most contented staff in any big 
business in our town. 

Tribal, a grey son of the French horse Gene- 
tout, is a definite early visitor to the States. He 
belongs to the wife of Mr. W. J. Smith, one of the 
biggest business men in this country. Mr. Smith 
is a friend of Louis Mayer. He and Mr. Mayer 
have had many transactions in Thoroughbreds, 
one of them being Reading II who went within 
inches of winning a Caulfield Cup in the colors of 
the leading California owner-breeder. 

Tribal is a smart little horse and probably will 
win sprint races without much trouble in your 
country provided he is placed properly. As a 3- 
year-old he won the Chelmsford Stakes, weight 
for age race of nine furlongs at Randwick in 
Sydney, but has not since lived up to his earlier 
promise.

Back in the spring of 1942, when the season’s 
3-year-olds were just beginning to shape up, Cer- 
berus finished second to With Regards in the 
Arkansas Derby, but since then he had not placed 
in a stakes race until last week. This fall, how- 
ever, Clyde Troutt’s gelding has been carving out 
something of a success story, adding chapters 
regularly since October 17, when he won a mile- 
and-sixteenth overnight handicap at Sportsman’s 
Park. Since then he has been deadly at the long- 
er distances and his victory in the Chicago Trib- 
une Charities, Inc., Handicap, his first stakes win, 
was his fifth successive triumph at the Sports- 


man’s Park meeting. 
Cerberus, *Bull Dog’s sixth stakes winner of 
the year, in that race with the awkward name ac- 


counted for his tenth win of the season and under- 
scored a remarkable ability to shuttle successfully 
between long and middle distances. His first win- 
ning effort of the year was at 6% furlongs. All 
his later wins were at distances greater than a 
mile, ranging up to 24% miles. However, he did 
not advance progressively to 2% miles, but ran 
the scale, so to speak. His winning performances 
have been, successively, 6% furlongs, one mile, 
146 miles, 2% miles, 1% miles, 1%. miles, 1% 
miles, 1% miles, two miles and 70 yards, and 1% 
miles.

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SALIVA TESTS, RECEIVING BARNS 


Principal topics of discussion at the annual 
meeting of the American Trainers’ Association at 
Baltimore on November 8 were saliva tests and 
receiving barns. In regard to saliva tests, the as- 
sociation offered a specific recommendation for the 
consideration of state racing boards, and concern- 
ing the question of receiving barns a committee 
was appointed to make further studies. 

Point of view of the trainers toward saliva tests 
was that two samples instead of one should be 
taken from each horse, with one going to the offi- 
cial chemist through the usual channels and the 
other retained by the racing association for inde- 
pendent test if the first sample was reported posi- 
tive. John M. Gaver, president of the association, 
explained that though the accuracy of official an- 
alyses was not challenged, “no one can deny that 
where an object passes through many human 
hands, there is always a possibility of error. If 
the second half of the saliva sample contradicted 
the first, it would be conclusive proof not that the 
original analysis was incorrect, but that the sam- 
ples had become mixed in shipping or handling.” 

It was suggested that after the first sample had 
been drawn, the horse in question should be 
walked for a period of ten minutes or so and an- 
other taken. The two samples then would be 
mixed to assure uniformity, then placed in bottles. 
One bottle would be sent to the examining chemist 
and the other would be retained by the racing as- 
sociation for analysis if necessary. 

Opinion was divided on the question of receiv- 
ing barns. Some trainers held that they were use- 
less unless the racing associations assumed re-

$34,000 for a Hyperion Colt 


Radiate, a black or brown yearling colt by Hy- 
perion—Windrush, by Winalot, was bought at 
the recent Newmarket sales in England by Sam- 
uel D. Riddle for 8,100 guineas ($34,263, figuring 
the guinea at $4.23). This is probably the larg- 
est price ever paid by an American buyer for 
a yearling in England. Mr. Riddle was repre- 
sented at the sale by Capt. C. B. Harty. 

Mr. Riddle had hoped to transport the colt to 
America by air, but because of difficulties in 
booking passage, has sent instructions that he 
be shipped by steamer.

REGULATIONS IN EIRE 


Editor’s note. The following is reprinted from 
Sporting Life, London. In addition to these regu- 
lations the Racing Board has levied a 5 per cent 
tax on all money bet with bookmakers at the 
tracks. 


NEW order in racing in Eire under the Race- 

course Executive Regulations comes _ into 
force next Friday. Ramifications of regulations 
are wide reaching, for cognizance is taken by the 
State-appointed Racing Board of every circum- 
stance in racing, from the price charged for liquid 
refreshment at a bar to the value of a race. 

On conclusion of every meeting its executive 
is required to furnish particulars on an official 
form of the total attendance at the meeting, the 
state of the weather, average number of runners 
per race, sale price of race-cards, profit or loss on 
the meeting, and many further details. 

The completed form must be lodged with the 
Racing Board. An executive is not permitted, ex- 
cept by consent of the Board, to include a race of 
less value than one hundred sovereigns on a pro- 
gram. 

The number of weeks a race worth £300 or more 
may be closed before date of running is laid down, 
whilst only by consent of the Board may the 
charge to an owner for entry and forfeit exceed 
one per cent of the advertised value of a race of 
less than £1,000. 

Certain races such as Produce races and others 
because of their historic associations or exception- 
al interest to owners and breeders are exempted 
from the provisions governing rate of cost of run- 
ning horses therein. 

Not less than twenty-one days prior to a meet- 
ing its executive is required to submit to the 
Board its proposed program, and the Board, at its 
discretion, is empowered to require the executive 
to alter the value of a race and amount of the 
executive’s added money thereto. 

Two months before the start of a season’s rac- 
ing, executives must put before the Board details 
of charges for admission of the public to the re- 
served stands, grand stands, outside enclosures, 
and for parking motor-cars, cycles, and other con- 
veyances. 

Charges must be approved by the Racing Board 
before being made current. A race-card must not 
cost more than sixpence, prices of drinks sold in 
bars must be displayed, and the quality of drinks 
must be not less than that in hotels in the district 
in which each meeting is held. 

Within twenty-one days from next Weider each 
executive must furnish to the Board a statement 
for every year from 1938 to 1944 showing the 
value of races run at all its meetings and setting 
out the amount of contribution of the executive 
and the contribution from other sources to every 
race. 

A regulation provides that consultation between 
the Racing Board and representatives of book- 
makers’ associations shall determine the maxi- 
mum size of bookmakers’ boards and arrange 
that, in the carrying on of bookmakers’ business, 
there is no undue interference with the reasonable 
convenience of the public. 

The regulations apply only to racing in Eire, 
and not to Northern Ireland meetings at Down 
Royal and Downpatrick. 

Administration of racing and its control is 
vested as heretofore in the Turf Club and Irish 
National Hunt Steeplechase Committee, jurisdic- 
tion of both bodies extending throughout Ireland.

T last week’s Chicago horse show, held at the 

Coliseum, one of the outstanding features 
was an exhibition of dressage by Col. Hiram E. 
Tuttle of the U. S. Army Cavalry School at Fort 
Riley, Kas., and his horses Vast and *Olimpic. 
Unusual aspect of the performance was that Vast 
and *Olimpic, which amazed the crowd by their 
brilliant response to Colonel Tuttle’s directions, 
are Thoroughbreds. The horses knew their busi- 
ness so completely that Colonel Tuttle used only 
silk threads for reins in putting them through 
their complicated paces, and the thousands who 
came to the show to see saddle horses went home 
talking about Thoroughbreds as well. 

“Olimpic, 21-year-old bay gelding by Radis Rose 
—QOdette VI, by Mon General, in 1928 was im- 
ported to the United States from France by E. Q. 
MecVitty, who intended to race him at Meadow 
Brook. He broke down and Mr. MeVitty “sold” 
him to Colonel Tuttle for a dollar. He was taken 
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to Berlin in 1938 with the American Olympic team 
and was the only American entry to place in the 
dressage competition. 

Colonel Tuttle bought Vast, a chestnut gelding 
bred by the late W. B. Miller, by Infinite—Ming 
Toy, by Uncle, at the Riverside Park track at 
Kansas City for $100. The gelding was seven 
years old at the time and presumably should have 
been set in his ways after three seasons on the 
Turf, during which he won six races. But he was 
an unusually apt pupil and Colonel Tuttle gave 
exhibitions with him after only eight months 
training. In his second year of dressage training 
he was exhibited at Madison Square Garden. 

Vast, now 16 years old, is the only horse in the 
world able to gallop backwards and change leads 
while doing’ so.

Lexington Kentucky 
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Which Way the 
Quarter Horse? 


By Dan Casement 


HE intense interest in the Quarter Horse gen- 

erated by the founding of the American Quar- 
ter Horse Association five years ago and since 
stimulated by varied motives, all of them essen- 
tially human, has quite naturally given rise to 
confusion as to the prime purpose of the Asso- 
ciation and to promotive activities so eager and 
ill advised that the future of the Quarter Horse 
may suffer irreparable harm. 

The unequivocal and logical purpose of the As- 
sociation is to preserve and perpetuate the old- 
fashioned type Quarter Horse. The supreme 
value of this horse abides in his ability to work 
cattle. It is by virtue of this ability that he is 
the only horse in the world today with an assured 
economic future. Cattle will always be run in 
rough, inaccessible country where they can be 
handled only by horses and this horse is admitted- 
ly the best horse available for that purpose since 
the passing of the mustang, his spiritual prede- 
cessor. 

He owes his pre-eminence in this field to his 
cow sense, disposition, conformation and resultant 
speed, all of which are a direct inheritance from 
generations of the blood of the old-fashioned 
Quarter Horse. 

To those who say that to improve this horse is 
equally as important as to preserve and perpetuate 
him and who would seek to attain their objective 
by the introduction of alien blood, I would point 
out that intelligent breeding and the skillful min- 
gling of the various authentic strains of his own 
breed must necessarily result in improvement of 
his matchless qualities. To dilute this blood will 
merely produce a nondescript animal of which 
none of us can be proud. 

It is regrettable that many horses have been ac- 
cepted for the Temporary Book that fall short of 
a proper standard in breeding, performance and 
shape. In the circumstances this has seemed to 
be unavoidable. These and many of their off- 
spring will undoubtedly be excluded from the Per- 
manent Book, so it is fair to assume that no seri- 
ous harm will result. 

During the war it has been necessary to rely on 
volunteer inspection. This, together with the tre- 
mendous accumulation of work in the secretary’s 
office and the delays incident to the caution that 
must be exercised by the executive committee in 
passing on each individual case, has resulted in 
delays and disappointments. Now it is to be 
hoped that full time, paid inspectors will be em- 
ployed to facilitate registrations. I realize that 
the difficulty of finding suitable men for this job 
is well nigh insurmountable. They should have a 
thorough knowledge of the type, unquestioned in- 
tegrity, courage, courtesy, sound judgment and 
common sense. If such men can be found and em- 
ployed, their recommendations should, in my opin- 
ion, be accepted without question. And I believe 
that every fair minded owner with the best inter- 
est of the Quarter Horse at heart will abide by the 
result without rancor. 
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The Logical Aim 


Editor’s note. This article, by Dan D. Case- 
ment, appeared in the November issue of ‘the 
Cattleman and is reproduced here by permis- 
sion of that magazine. 

It brings into focus a schism which marks 
the history of most registered breeds: Pedi- 
gree vs. performance. It also touches an im- 
portant question peculiar to this breed: Is it 
good for a cow horse to be a race horse too? 

Title of the article as published in the Cat- 
tleman is: “The logical aim and purpose of 
the American Quarter Horse Association.” 


I think it is unfortunate that the unprecedented 
popularity of the registered Quarter Horse has 
led to speculation and inflation. Efforts to regis- 
ter unworthy horses for the purpose of increasing 
the selling price reflect no credit on anyone. Often 
the claims of sellers that horses can be registered 
are unwarranted, dishonest and should always be 
carefully scrutinized. It is unfortunate that auc- 
tions are now frequently promoted by misrepre- 
sentation and for the sole purpose of making 
money, the philosophy being that one should strike 
when the iron is hot and that the lamb was or- 
dained to be fleeced. Grossly inflated prices inevi- 
tably harm sound business. That a natural econ- 
omy will in time be restored is as certain as that 
the sparks fly upward. 


Then the gods of the market tumbled, and 
their smooth-tongued wizards withdrew, 
And the hearts of the meanest were humbled 
and began to believe it was true 

That all is not gold that glitters, and two and 
two make four— 

And the gods of the copybook headings limped 
up to explain it once more. 


They will be wise who adhere to prices based 
on this certainty and on the Quarter Horse’s true 
economic value. 

He is first and foremost a cow horse. Speed is 
one of his essential qualities in that it enables 
him most promptly and efficiently to turn a cow 
and eatch a calf. It unquestionably adds pride 
and pleasure to ownership but, if overemphasized 
in the mind of the owner and cultivated solely 
for prowess on the speedway, conformation and 
blood lines will be sacrificed and we will never 
have a uniform type within the breed. 

For this reason I deplore the establishment of 
the American Quarter Racing Association to reg- 
ister horses for racing purposes only. In its book, 
“any horse, no matter what his color, sex, age or 
breed may be registered and those that establish 
records, at recognized tracks within the limits of 
a standard set by the Association are entitled to 
be known as American Quarter Running Horses.” 
This designation tends to cause confusion in the 
minds of many. Racing at short distances is a 
legitimate sport and the American Quarter Horse 
Association believes its horse can hold his own in 
any such contest, but it also maintains that regis- 
tration in a book open to any kind of horse does 
nothing to encourage sound practices in the estab- 
lishment of the Quarter Horse as a true breed. 

The American Quarter Horse Association has a 
sound and worthy objective. Its ultimate success 


depends wholly upon the scrupulous integrity with 
which those responsible for its policies adhere to 
that objective.

INVERMARK’S SIRE RECORD 


Invermark’s first crop was foaled in 1941. In this crop he had six starters, 
with four winners, one placed, and one unplaced. Fort Ben was the best. He 
won five races at two, three races and twice placed at three, from ning starts. 
Fort Ben was a horse of excellent speed which he carried up to 1 1/16 miles in 
close to record time. In the 1944 Hollywood Park Meeting in California, Fort 
Ben ran in allowance handicaps and stakes, and was handicapped 126 pounds 
against Bric A Bac’s 124 pounds, both three-year-olds. Fort Ben broke a small 
bone in his foot in 1945. (Bric A Bac won the $50,000 San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap at 114 miles, in 1945). 


Invermark’s second crop was foaled in 1942. He had thirteen starters, 
11 winners. Five won at two, including Rivermark, winner of 4+ races and 
Inverette winner of 2 races, 5 times placed in her first nine starts, running only 
in maiden, allowance and stake races. 


Invermark’s third crop was foaled in 1943, 2-year-olds of 1945. From six 
starters he has four winners and two placed second. Pana Tapper won her first 
two starts, equaling a track record in her second, and placed in stakes. Pere 
Markette won three races, and was beaten a nose in the $5,000 Alsab Handicap 


at Detroit. Naval Base won at Jamaica, beating a high-class field. Our Sensa- 
tion won and placed second twice and third once at Garden State Park. In- 
verine won twice, placed second twice and third once in high-class fields at Wash- 
ington Park. Good Pasture placed second in her second start at Delaware 
Park. 

Invermark’s total stud record to date reads: 25 starters—20 winners—2 
placed—and 3 unplaced. 

Invermark was a stakes winner of 15 races and greatly resembles in con- 
formation and disposition his sire *eddy, whose sons dominate the American 
Sires List today. His dam and grandam were good race mares and good pro- 
ducers and he is as well-bred as any son of *Teddy in the world. He comes 
from Galopin’s Branch of the No. 3 Family.
